9 economic and social—is dependent 


upon freedom in the marketplace, 
' which means competition. If big- 


• ness destroys competition, then it 
' will produce a monopolistic and 
therefore a static economy. Such an 
economy must eventuate in social- 
ism; i that is, in the government 
: ownership of the means of produc- 
; lion, distribution and 'exchange. 
Socialism paves the way for a to- 
^ talitarian dictatorship.

It bigness destroys cdmpelillon, 


it is, from the standpoint of our 
society, evil. The object of the 
Brookings Institution team, headed 
by A. D. H. Kaplan,-'has been to 
analyze the material with a view 
to determine this one-fact. Alfred 
P. Sloan jr., and E. :T. Weir, as 
sponsors of the study, gave a din- 
ner the other night for a number 
of businessmen, economists, jour- 
nalist, with tho object of giving 
} them a preliminary view of the 


, data and some conclusions reach- 
ed therefrom. The full report is 
not yet available. 


In certain industries, the capital 


outlay is so enormous that a small 
enterpriser cannot possibly enter 
Ihcm. General Motors, for instance, 
put $300,000,000 into changing its 
line for the 1953 models. No small 
enterpriser coujd do that. Ford, 
Chrysler .and the smaller automo- 
| bile manufacturers will meet this 


effort competitively. Yet, the small- 
est automobile manufacturer is a 
big business. 


It is interesting to note that the 


sponsors of this study in bigness 
are Alfred Sloan, who represents 
the largest manufacturing unit in 


, American industry, and E. T. Weir, 
: who represents, the most .competi- 


tive, unit in the steel industry1,' Na- 
tional Steel, 'which, organized as 


; recently as 1928, has moved.up into 
i fifth place in 'this most difficult, of, 


all industries, steel. 


I The essence of this .preliminary 
report, it would scorn to me, is that 
running through the-dala from 1920 
to 1948. . . "the largo corporations 
represented a declining 'share of 
;the national income, while those 
fpf 
the medium-sized -'and small 


corporations increased-,. These over- 
all data, therefore, ;:do.-jiot- offer 
any evidence that the large cor- 
porations are pro-emptying the In- 
:come opportunities of the smaller 
ones."

An analysis of the'100 
largest corporations for: the 'year 
1909, 
1919, 1935 and-.1948.shows a 


constant state bf 'fife,1 Of the:'100' 
that started in 1909, only 36 re- 
mained in the led in 1948; of these 
only 31 appeared in every chart. 
The listing of the 100 top compa- 
nies do not, therefore, show the 
same names at the top.
